Washington, 
Dec. 
3. — President 


Roosevelt'• annual message to congress 
li a voluminous document of nearly 
30,000 words, by far the longest mes- 
sage he haa over submitted to congress. 
The opening subject of the message Is 
the ilnanclal condition of ili« country, 
and for which the president layn much 
of the lilurne upon unscrupulous stock 
speculator!, and nays: 


"In any large body of men. however, 


there are certain to bo gome who are 
dlahoncRt. and If tho conditions are 
auoh that thene men prosper or com- 
mit their ml8decdn with Impunity, tholr 
example Is a very ovll thlnit I«r tho 
community. Where thfiBo moll are busi- 
ness men of Rreat sagacity and of torn- 
poramnnt both uimcrupuloim and reck- 
leas, and where the condltloiiH are Hticli 
that they act without mipervlslon or 
control and nt llrst without uffoctlvo 
check from public opinion, they delude 
many Innocent people Into inakliijt In- 
vestment or ombnrkliiK '» kinds of 
business that 
aro 
really 
unsound. 


When tho misdeeds of tln-»t> nucceaHful- 
•ly dishonest men aro discovered, suf- 
fering comes not only upon them, but 
upon the Innocent men 
whom 
tln-y 


havo misled. It Is a painful awakening, 
whenever It occurs; ami. naturally, 
when It does occur those who suffer 
are apt to forgot that the longor It was 
deferred the more painful It would be. 
In the effort to punish tho guilty It Is 
both wise and proper to endeavor so 
far a* possible to mlnlmlxo the dis- 
tress of those who havo boen misled by 
thn guilty. 
Yet It Is not possible to 


refrain because of such distress from 
striving to put an end to tho misdeeds 
that.aro the ultimate causes of the suf- 
fering, and. as a means to this end, 
where possible to 
punish those re- 


sponsible for them. There may be hon- 
est differences of opinion as to many 
governmental policies; but surely there 
can be no such differences as to the 
need of unflinching1 perseverance In the 
war against successful dishonesty.' 


He quotes at length from his mes- 


sago of last year In which he advo- 
o-ted federal control of corporations 
doing Interstate business, and believes 
that In such control would be found tho 
remedy 
for 
overcnpltalUatloii 
and 


iitocU speculation which ho believes 
havo brought about the present llnan- 
clal conditions, lie says: 


"Our steady aim should tin by legis- 


lation, cautiously and carefully under- 
taken, but resolutely persevered In, to 
assert tho sovereignty of the national 
government by alllrmatlvo action. 


•This Is only In form an Innovation. 


In substance It Is mer«ly a restoration; 
for from tho earliest time such regula- 
tion of Industrial activities has been 
recognised In tho action of tho law- 
making bodies; and all that I propose 
Is to meet tho changed conditions In 
*uch manner as will prevent the com- 
monwealth abdicating tbo power It has 
nlwaya possessed, not only In this coun- 
try, but also In Kngland before and 
since this country bcc.uno n separate 
nation. 
Federal C«nitntl of 
IliillruiiilM IN Kiiviirril. 


"No small part of the trouble that wo 


havo conies from carrying to an ex- 
treme tho national vlrtuu of solf-ro 
llanco. of Independence In 
Initiative 
nnd action. It Is wise to conserve tills 
virtue and to provide for Its fullest ex 
«rclso. compatible with Hunlng that lib- 
erty does not becomn a liberty to 
wrong others. 
Unfortunately, this IH 


tho kind of liberty that the lack of all 
effective regulation Inevitably breeds. 
The founders of the constitution pro 
vlded that tho national government 
jihoiild have complete and sole control 
of Interstate commerce. 
There was 


tuen practically no liitrrntntti business 
nave such »« was conducted by water, 
anil tills the national government at 
once proceeded to regulate In thorough 
going und effective fashion. 
Condi 


tloiis Imvti now so wholly changed that 
tho inturxtato commt.<rco by wutnr Is In 
.significant compared with tho amount 
that goes by land, and almost all big 
business concerns nro now engaged In 
Interstate commerce. 
As a result. It 


can be but partially and Imperfectly 
controlled or regulated by the action of 
any one of tho several states; such ac- 
tion Inevitably tending to bo either too 
drastic or else too lax. and In either 
cas» Ineffective for purposes of Justice. 
Only the national government can In 
thoroughgoing fashion 
exorcise 
the 


needed control. 
Thin does not moan 
that there should be any extension or 
federal authority, for such authority 
already exists under tho constitution in 
amplest and most far-reaching form; 
but It does mean that .thorn Hlumld be 
an extension of federal activity. This 
Is1 not advocating ccntrallxatlon. 
It IM 


merely looking facts In iho fnce. and 
realising that centralization In huslncxM 
has already coino and cun not ho avoid- 
ed or undone, and that the public at 
large can only protect Itself from cer- 
tain ovll effects of this business cen- 
tralliatlon by providing better method" 
for tho exercise of control through the 
authority already centralized In the 
national government by tho constitu- 
tion Itself. 
Thoro must bo no halt In 


the healthy constructive course of ac- 
tion which this nation has elected to 
pursue, nnd has steadily pursued, dur- 
ing thi> last six years, as shown both In 
the legislation of the congress and tin- 
administration of the law by tho do- 
-parlment of Justice. 
Tho most vital 


need Is In connection with tho rallroadx. 
As to these. In

Judgment

should now bo olther it national Incor- 
poration net or a law demising railway 
companies t« engage In Intel-stall) com- 
merce upon certain conditions. Tho luu 
should be «o framed as to give to tln< 
.Interstate commerce commission power 
to puss upon the, future Issue of securi- 
ties, while ample means should bo pro- 
vided to enable thn conimlHslon, when- 
ever In Its Judgment IJ Is necessary, in 
make a physical valuation of any rail- 
road.

in deslro to put an end to combina- 


tions of labor. 
Corporation and

union alike havo cotno to stay, Each If 


uTly managed Is a source of good 


and not ovll. Whenever In either thoro 
Is CM I. It should bo promptly hold to ac- 
count: but It should rccelvo hearty en- 
coiirageincnt so long us It Is properly 
managed. 
It Is profoundly Immoral to 


put or keep on tho statute books a law. 
nominally In tho Interest of public moral- 
Ity, that really puts a 
premium upon 


public Immorality, by undertaking to 
forbid honest men from doing what must 
be done under modern buulneis condi- 
tions, so that the law Itself provides that 
Us own Infraction, must be the condition 
precedent upon business succesi. To aim 
at Hut accomplishment of too much usu- 
ally means the accomplishment of too lit- 
tle, and often the doing of positive dam-' 
age. 
"The antitrust law should not bo ro- 


pculcd; but It should bo mado both more 
crib-it nt and 'moro In harmony with act- 
ual conditions. It should be so amended 
un to forbid only tho kind of combination 
which ilocs harm to the general public, 
sticb amendment to bo accompanied by, 
or to be an Incident of, a grunt of su- 
pervisory power to tho government over 
thcic big corporations engaged In Inter- 
state business. This should bo accom- 
panied by provision for tho compulsory 
publication of accounts and tho subjec- 
tion of books nnd papers to tbo Inspec- 
tion of tho government officials, 
A be- 


ginning ban already boen mndo for such 
supervision by the establishment of tho 
bureau of corporations. 


•The antllnmt law should not prohibit 


combinations that do no Injustice to tho 
public, still less thoso the existence of 
which IH on tho whole of benefit to the 
public. But even If this feature of tho 
law were abolished, there would remain 
un an equally objectionable feature the 
dllllculty and delay now Incident to Ita 
enforcement. Tho government must now 
submit to Irksomo and repeated delays 
before obtaining n final decision of the 
courts upon proceedings Instituted, and 
even a favorable decree may mean an 
empty victory. Moreover, to attempt to 
control thcso corporations by lawsuits 
means to InipOBo Upon both tho depart- 
ment of Justlco and tho courts an Im- 
poHtdhlt) burden; It Is not feasible to carry 
on more than n limited number of such 
suits. Such a law to bo really effective 
iniiBt of course be administered by nn 
executive body, nnd not merely by means 
of lawsuits. Tho design should bo to 
prevent tho abuses Incident to the cren- 
tlon of unhealthy nnd Improper combina- 
tions. Instead of waiting until they aro 
In existence and then attempting to de- 
stroy them by civil or criminal proceed- 
lllL'S. 
Inventing 1'iiMle Should 
lie Amply Safeguarded, 


"The congress has the power to charter 


corporations to engage In Interstate und 
foreign commerce, und a general law can 
Im enacted under tho provisions of which 
existing corporations could take out fed- 
eral charters nnd new federal corpora- 
tion!) could be created. An cHsontlul pro- 
vision of such n law should bo n method 
of predetermining by some federal board 
or coinmlHslon whether the applicant for 
a federal charter was un association or 
combination within tho restrictions of the 
federal law. 
Provision should also bo 


made for complete publicity In all matters 
affecting the public and complete protec- 
tion to tho Investing public and tho share- 
holders In tho matter of Issuing corporate 
securities. If un Incorporation luw Is not 
deemed advisable, a license act for big 
Interstate corporations might be enacted; 
or a combination of tho two might bo 
trb'd. Tho mipurvlslon established might 
be analogous to that now exercised over 
national banks. At least, tho antitrust 
act Hhonld bo supplemented by specific 
prohibitions of the methods which 
ex- 


perience bus shown havo been of most 
service In enabling monopolistic combina- 
tions to rrush out competition. Tho real 
owners of a corporation should bo com- 
pelled to do bimliiess In their own name. 
The right to hold stock In other corpora- 
tion)* Hliould henreafter bo denied to Inter- 
state corporations, unless on approval by 
the proper government officlnlB. 
and

prerequisite to nucli approval should be 
the listing with tho government of all 
owners and stockholders, both by tho 
corporation owning such stock and by 
the corporations In which such stock Is 
owned. 


"To confer upon tho national Govern- 


ment. In connection with tho amendment 
1 advocate In tho antitrust law, power of 
supervision over bjg business concerns 
engaged In Interstate commerce, would 
benefit them nn It has benefited the na- 
tional banks. 
In tho recent business 


crisis It Is noteworthy that the Institu- 
tions 
which 
failed 
wero 
Institutions 


which were not under the supcrvlHlon and 
control of the 
national 
government. 


Those which wero under national con- 
trot stood the test. 


"National control of the kind above ad- 


vocated would bo to tho benefit of overy 
welt-managed railway. From tlio stand- 
point of thn public thero Is nood for nd- 
illtlonnl tracks, udltlonal terminals, nnd 
Improvements In tho actual handling of 
the railroads, nnd nil this ns rapidly ns 
poHnlble. Amplo, safe, and speedy trans- 
portation facilities nro oven moro neces- 
sary than cheap transportation. There- 
fore, there la need for tho Investment of 
money which will provide foi< nil thcso 
tilings while at the same tlmo tecurlnc ns 
fat as U possible better Bruges und 
shorter hours for their employes, There- 
fore, while there must bo Ju»t nnd rou- 
mumble regulation of rates, w« Hhould bo 
i be first to protest against any arbitrary 
and unthinking movement to cut them 
down without the fullest nnd most care- 
ful consideration of all Iniorents 
con- 


cerned und of tho actual needs of tho 
situation. Only a special body of mon 
acting for tho national government un- 
il»r authority conferred upon It by tho 
congress Is competent to jmsi Judgment 
on such u mutter, 
(irrnlrr Klimtlcltr In 
Currency IN Urged. 


Tho president quotes oxten«lvoly from 


• Ms htHt message in dealing with tho di- 
rect siibjuct of currency lugUlatlon, and 


"I again urge on the congress tho need 


»f Immediate attention to this mutter. 
He need a greater elasticity In our cur- 
ii-ncy: provided, of course, that wo recog- 
hize the oven greater need of a safo and 
'••cure currency. Thero mint always bo 
ii.e most rigid examination by tho nn- 
'innal authorities.

wealthy men, or mon who pose as such, 
or are, unscrupulously or foolishly eager 
to become such, Indulge In reckless spoC- 
ulntlon-tfspeclally If It Is accompanied by 
dishonesty—they Jeopardise not only thslr 
own future but the future of nil their In- 
nocent fellow-cltlxens, for they expose 
tho vliole business community to panic 
nnd illNtress." 


He 'advises ngalnut any general tariff

selfish nnd factional motives. Tho sole 
consideration should bo to uno that tho 
sum total of changes represent tho pub- 
lie good. This means that tho subject 
Cannot with wisdom bo dealt with in the 
year preceding a presidential election, beJ 
cuuse as a matter of fact experience has 
conclusively shown that at such n tlmo 
It U Impossible to get men to treat It from 
the standpoint of tho public good. In my 
Judgment tho wise tlmo to deal with tb« 
matter Is Immediately after such elec- 
tlon." 
lie asks for tho repeal of tho tariff on 


paper and wood pulp. 
lie reviews and enlarges upon his pre- 


vious recommendations for tho enact- 
ment of federal Inheritance and Income 
tux laws. 


Attention In called to tho prosecution of 


wealthy offenders against tho national 
laws, nnd In this connection ho asks that 
the laws under which these proHecutlons 
nro brought bo strengthened and made 
more definite. 
, 
A few years ago thero was loud com- 


plaint that tho law could not bo Invoked 
against wealthy offenders. Tlipro Is no 
such complaint now. Tho course of tho 
department of Justlco during tho last 
few yearn has been such as to maka It 
evident that no man 'stands nbovo tho 
law. that no corporation Is so wealthy 
that It cannot bo hold to account. 
Tho 


department 
of 
Justlco lias 
beon 
as 


prompt to proceed against tho wealthiest 
malefuctor whoso crime wns ono of grcod 
and cunning as to proceed against tho 
agitator who Incites to brutal violence, 
Everything that can bo done under tho 
existing law. and with tho existing state 
of public opinion, which so profoundly 
Influences both tho courts and Juries, has 
boon done. Hut tho laws themselves ne«d 
strengthening In moro than ono Impor- 
tant point; they should be made moro 
definite, so that no honest man can b« 
led unwittingly to break them, and no 
that tho real wrongdoer can bo readily 
punished. 
Moreover, thoro 
must 
be the public 


opinion back of the laws or the laws 
themselves will bo of no avail. At pres- 
ent, while tho average Juryman undoubt- 
edly wlshrs to sao trusts broken up, and 
Is quite ready to lino the corporation 
Itself, ho Is very reluctant to tlnd 
tho 


facts proven beyond a reasonable doubt 
when It comes to sending to Jail n mem- 
ber of tho business community for In- 
dulging In practices which are profound- 
ly unhealthy, but which, unfortunately, 
tho business community has grown 
to 


rocognlzu ns well-nigh normal. Doth tho 
present condition of tho law and tho 
present temper of Juries render It n task 
of extreme dllllculty to get at tho real 
wrongdoer In any caso, expcclnlly by Im- 
prisonment. Yet It Is from every stand- 
point far preferable to punish tho prime 
offender by ImprlHonment rather than to 
lino tho corporation, with tho attendant 
damage to stockholders, 


Tho two great ovlls In tho execution of 


our criminal laws to-day aro sentimen- 
tality nnd technicality. 
For tho lattor 
tho remedy must come from tho hands 
of the legislatures, tho courts and tho 
Inywers. Tho other must depend for Its 
euro upon tho gradual growth of a sound 
public opinion which shall Insist that re- 
gard for tho law and tho demands of 
reason shall control alt other Influences 
nnd emotions In tlio Jury box. Doth of 
these evils must bo removed or public 
discontent with tho criminal law will con- 
tinue, 
i 
The I'NC nnd the 
AllllKr of Ilijiinetlonii. 


"Instances of abuso In tho granting of 


• Injunctions In labor disputes continue to 
occur, and tho resentment In tho minds 
of thoMu who feel that their rights are 
being Invaded and their liberty of action 
and of speech unwarrantably restrained 
continues to grow. Much of tho attack 
on tho UBO of tho process of Injunction Is 
wholly without warrant; but I am con- 
strained to express the belief that for 
some of It there Is warrant. This ques- 
tlon Is becoming moro and moro of prime 
Importance, and unless tho courts will 
thurnsnlveg deal with It In effective man- 
ner. It Is certain ultimately to demand 
Homo form of IcglHlntlvo action. It would 
bo mo<it unfortunate for our social wol- 
faro If wo should permit many honent 
and law-abiding citizens to feel 
that 


they had Juxt cause for regarding our 
courts with hostility. I earnestly com- 
mend to tho attention of tho congroBs 
this matter, so that some way may bo 
devised which will limit tho abuse of In- 
junctions nnd protect thoso rights which 
from tlmo to tlmo It unwarrantably In- 
vades. Moreover, discontent Is often ox« 
pressed with tho UBU of tho process of 
Injunction by the courts, not only In la- 
bor disputes, but where state laws aro 
concerned. I refrain from discussion of 
this question ns I am Informed that U 
will soon rccelvo the conuldoratlon of the 
supremo court," 


Of other legislation In the Interest of 


labor ho favors federal Inspection of rail- 
roads; providing limited but dctlntto com- 
pensation for accidents to all workmen 
employed In any way by tho government, 
and says: 


"Tho constitutionality of tho employers' 


liability act passed by the preceding con- 
gross has been carried before tho courts. 
In two Jurisdictions tho law has been de- 
clared unconstitutional, and In three Juris- 
dictions Its constitutionality has been af- 
llrmcd, Tho question has boon carried to 
tno suprume court, tho caso has been 
heard by that tribunal, and n decision Is 
expected at an early date. In the event 
that tho court should nlllrm tho consti- 
tutionality of tho act, I ureo further leg. 
(station along the lines advocated In my 
message to tho preceding congress. Tho 
practice of putting the onttro burden of 
loss of life or limb upon tho victim or 
tbo victim's family IB a form of social In- 
justice In which tho United States stands 
In unenviable prominence, in bath our 
federal and our state legislation wo have, 
with 
few 
oxceptlons, 
scarcely 
gono 


farther than tho repeal of tho fellow- 
servant principle of tho old law of liabil- 
ity, and In some of our states even this 
slight modification of a comploto out- 
grown principle has not 
yet boon 
se< 


cured." 


Ho favors tho extension of the eluht- 


hour law to all departments of the gov- 
ernment, and to all work carried on by 
the government. 
He urges 
legislation 


for thn compulsory Investigation of In- 
dustrial disputes, and says: 


"Tho need for some provision for such 


Investigation 
was forcibly 
Illustrated 


durlne the past summer, 
A strlko of 


telegraph oporators serlomly Interfered 
with telegraphic communication, caus 
Ins groat damago to business Interests 
and serious Inconvenience to the gen- 
' sral public. Appeals wore mode to ma 
. from ninny parts of tho country, from 
I tlty 
councils, 
from 
boards of 
trade, 


from chambers of commerce, and from 
labor organizations, urging that stppg 
be 
taken 
to 
terminate 
the 
strike. 


Everything that could with any pro- 
priety bo done by a representative of 
tho government was done without avail, 
and for woeks tlio public stood by and 
suffered without recourse of any kind. 
Had the machinery existed 
and 
had 


i thoro been authority for 
compulsory 


I Investigation of the dispute, the public 
j would have bean placed In possasilon 
I of the merit* of the controversy, 
and 


public opinion would 
probably 


brought about prompt adjustment. 


"It Is Idlo to hold that without good 
laws evils such as child labor, ns tho 
over-working- of- women, an the fail- 
ure to protect employes from loss of 
life or limb, can bo effectively renchod, 
any more than the evlln of rebates nnd 
stock*watorlng can bo reached without 
good laws. To fall to stop theso prac- 
tices by legislation means 
to 
force 


honest men Into them, becnuso other- 
wise tho dishonest who surely will 
tnko advantage of 
them 
will 
have 


everything tliolr own way. If tho states 
will correct these evIlH. well and good: 
but tho nation must stand ready to aid 
them. 


When tho department of agriculture 


was founded thero was much.sneering as 
to Its usefulness. No department of tho 
government, however, has moro 
em- 


phatically vindicated its usefulness, and 
none savo tho post ollico department 
comes so continually nnd Intimately Into 
touch with tlio people. Tlio two citizens 
whoso welfare Is In the aggregate most 
vital to tho welfare of the nation, and 
therefore to tho welfare of nil other citi- 
zens, are the wage-worker who does 
manual labor and tho tlllor of the soil, 
the farmer. There are, of courBe, kinds 
of labor where the work must be purely 
mental, nnd there nro other kind* of 
labor where, under existing conditions, 
very little demand Indeed Is made upon 
the mind, though I am glad to say that 
the proportion of men encaged In this 
kind of work Is diminishing. But In any 
community with tho solid, hfialthy quali- 
ties which make up'a really great, nation, 
tho bulk of tho people should do work 
which calls for tho exerclso of both body 
and mind. Progress can not permanently 
exlBt In tho abandonment of physical 
labor, but In the development of physical 
labor, so that It shall represent more and 
more tlio work of tho trained mind In the 
trained body. 
Our school system 
Is 


gravoly defective In so far as It It puts a 
premium upon mere literary training nnd 
tends therefore to train tho boy away 
from tho fnrm nnd tho workshop. Noth- 
ing Is more needed than the best typo of 
Industrial school, the school for me- 
chanical Industries In the city, tho school 
for practically touching agriculture In tho 
country. Tho calling of tho skilled tiller 
of tho soil, tho calling of tho skilled nio- 
chnnlc, should alike bo recognized ns 
professions. Just ns emphatically ns the 
callings of lawyer, doctor, merchant, or 
clerk. Tho schools should recognize this 
fact and It should bo equally recognized 
In popular opinion. The young man who 
has tbo farsightedness and courage to 
recognize It and got over tho Idea that 
It makes n difference whether what ho 
earns IB called salary or wages, and who 
refuses to enter tho crowded field of the 
so-called professloni). and takes to con- 
Htructlvo Industry Instead, U reasonably 
suro of an ample reward In earnings, In 
health, In opportunity to marry early, 
and to establlBh a homo with a 
fair 


amount of 
freedom 
from worry. 
It 


should bo one of our prime objects to put 
both tho farmer and tho mechanic on a 
higher plane of elllclcncy und reward, so 
as to Increase their effectiveness In tho 
oconomlc world, and theroforo the dig- 
nity, tho remuneration, and tho power of 
their positions In the aoclul world. 
Inlnnil M'ntrrirnr Nystrnm 
Should ]|« Deevloped. 


"Tho conservation of our national re- 


sources and thnlr proper use constitute 
the fundamental problem which under- 
lies almost ovory other problem of our 
national life. 
"\V« must maintain for 


our civilization the adequate material 
basis without which that 
civilization 


cannot exlHt. Wo must show foresight, 
wo must look abend. As n nation we 
not only enjoy a wonderful measure of 
present prosperity but If this prosper- 
ity IH used aright It Is an earnest of 
futuro BUCCPBB such as no other nation 
will have. The rowurd of foresight foi 
thiH nation Is great und easily foretold, 
Hut thero must bo tho look ahead, 
thoro must bo a realization of the fact 
that to waste, to destroy, our natural 
resource!!, to skin and exhaust tho land 
Instead of using It HO an to Increase UH 
usefulneBH, will result In undermining 
In the days of our children tho 
very 


prosperity which wo ought by right to 
hand down to them amplified and devel- 
oped, For tho last few years, through 
sevoral agencies, tho government has 
beon endeavoring to got our peoplo to 
look ahead and to substitute a planned 
and orderly development of our 
re- 
sources In place of a haphazard striv- 
ing for immediate 
profit. 
Our great 


river systems should bo developed 
nit 


national water highways; the M!BB!B- 
Hlppl, with Itn tributaries, standing first 
In Importance, nnd tho Columbia sec- 
ond, 
although thoro are many others of 


Importance on tho Pacific and Atlantic 
and tho gulf slopes. The national gov- 
ernment should undertake this work, 
and I hope a beginning will bo made 
In the present congress: and the great- 
est of all our rivers, tho' Mississippi, 
should receive especial attention. From 
tho Great Lakes to the mouth of the 
Mississippi thero should bo a deop wa- 
terway, with deep waterways leading 
from It to tho oust and tho west. Such 
n waterway 
would 
practically mean 


tho extension of our const lino Into the 
very heart of our country. It would bn 
of Incalculable benefit to our people. If 
begun nt onco It can bo carried through 
In tlmo appreciably to relievo tho con- 
gestion of our great freight-carrying 
lines of railroads. Tho work should bo 
systematically and continuously carried 
forward In accordance with some well- 
concelvod 
plan, Tho 
main 
streams 


should be 
Improved 
to tho 
highest 


point of efficiency before the Improve- 
ment of tho branches IB attempted; and 
tho work should 
bo kept free from 


every taint of recklessness or Jobbery." 


Attention Is called to the work of Ir- 


rigation nnd reclamation of govern- 
ment lands. In th« sumo connection ho 
asks for a rovlslon of the public land 
laws along tho lines proposed by tho 
public lands commission, Believes tho 
government, should Increase Its efforts 
to connervo our forests nnd should In- 
crease by purchase tho existing forest 
prasorvoH, On the subject of the natural 
resources of tho nation ho says: 


"In the eastern United States tho 


mineral fuols havo already passed Into 
tho hands of largo prlvnto owners, nnd 
those of tho wont are rapidly following. 
It Is obvious that those fuels should be 
conserved and not wanted, and It would 
bo well to protact tho people against 
utiJuHt and extortionate prices. BO far 
ns that cnn still bo done. 
What has 


boen accomplished In tho great 
oil 


fields of tho Indian Territory by the 
action of tho ndmlnlBtratlon offers a 
striking example of tho good results 
of such n policy. In my Judgment the 
government should have the right to 
keep the fee of tho conl, oil and gas 
fields In Its own possession and to lease 
the rights to develop 
them 
under 
proper regulations; or else, If tho con- 
gress will not adopt this method, the 
coal deposits should bo Bold under lim- 
itations, to conserve them as public 
utilities, tho right to mine conl being 
separated from tho title to the soil. 
Tlio regulations 
nhould 
permit conl 


Innds to bo worked In sulllclent qunn 
tlty by tho several corporations. The 
present limitations havo boen absurd, 
excessive, and sarvo no useful purpose, 
und often render It necessary that 
thero should bo either fraud or else 
abandonment of tho work of getting 
out the coal." 
Progress of th* Work

free from successful criticism of Its prin- 
ciple and purpone. It was based on theo- 
ries of the obligations of a great marl- 
time nation, undisputed In our own land 
and followed by ofher nations since the 
beginning of steam navigation.

thoso theories are, that It Is tho duty of 
a flrBt-clnss power so far as practicable 
to carry Its ocean mulls under, Its own 
(lag; that tho fast ocean steamships and 
their crews, required for such nr'all serv- 
ice, aro valuable auxiliaries to. tho sea 
power of n nation. Furthermore,

conflict. 


'Uut the medlcnl department Is not the 


only department for which Increased pro- 
vision should bo made. The rnto of pay 
for tho officers should bo greatly In- 
creased; there Is no higher type of citizen 
thnn tho American regular officer, and ho 
should have a fulr reward for his ad- 
mlrablo work. There should be a rein- 
lively even grenter Increase In the pay for 
the enlisted men. An especial provision 
should bo made for establishing grades 
equivalent to'thoso of warrant officers In 
the navy, which should be open to tlio 
enlisted men who servo'sufficiently long 
and who do their work well. Inducements 
should be offered sufficient to encourage 
really good men to make the army n llfo 
occupation. Tlio prime needs of our pres- 
ent nrmy Is to secure nnd retain compe- 
tent noncommissioned officers. This dllll- 
culty rests fundamentally on the ques- 
tion of pay. Tho noncommissioned officer 
does not correspond with nn unskilled la- 
borer: he corresponds to the best typo of 
skilled workman or to tho subordinate 
otllclal In civil Institutions. Wages have 
greatly Increased In outsldo occupations 
In tho last 40 years and the pay of tlm 
soldier, llko tho pay of the officers, should 
bo proportionately Increased. 
Tho first 


sergeant of n company, If a good man, 
must bo ono of such executive and ad- 
ministrative ability, nnd such knowledge 
of his trade, IIB to be worth fur moro than 
wo at present pay him. Tbo snmo Is truu 
of tho regimental sergeant major. Thoiio 
men should bo men who had fully re» 
solved to mnko the army a llfo occupa- 
tion nnd they should bo ublo to look for- 
wnrd to ampin rownrd; whllo only men 
properly qualified 
should

chance to secure theso final rownrds. Tho

While not a long line. It will 


bo as Important In Its way as any one 
of tho transcontinental lines and wll! 
probably carry moro passengers In n 
day than aro carried on the through 
passenger trains of any one of the 
big roads of tho country. This road 
will bo for tho exclusive accommoda- 
tion of congressmen, and for this rea 
son will partako of tho nature ot a 
private line. 
No dining or sleeping 


cars will bo run, for tho trip from ono 
end of tho lino to tho other will tako 
only two minutes, and during tho busy 
hours of tho day thcro will bo a con 
tlnual procession of tho trains speed 
Ing up and down tho underground 
track, for this road Is to rim between 
tho capital building and tho mngnlfl 
cent houso and senate annex building 
now In course of construction. 


Tho two buildings aro not very far 


apart, and yet far enough to mako It 
expedient that a rapid and convenient 
means of transportation bo provided 
for tho members of congress In puss- 
Ing to nnd fro between tho senate and 
houso chambers and committee rooms, 
and tho private offices of tho Indi- 
vidual members In tho new building, 
which has como to bo known ns tho 
"congressional flat houses," even before 
they havo been finished and occupied 
by tho busy legislators, 
Tho most 


novel 
and luxurious appointments 


which tho genius of man can dcvlso 
will bo features of these two marble 
palaces, and not tho least Interesting 
and novel, as well as useful, will bo 
tho underground railroad. This white- 
walled subway will bo as bright as day 
with tho electric lights which will ex- 
tend the cntlro way, and through It 
will run elegant llttlo open coaches 
under tho control ot a uniformed mo- 
torman. Each of tho cars Is of steel 
and 1C feet long. Tho depot In the 
houso annex will bo under tho rotunda 
of tho building, and will bo round In 
form, having a diameter of 75 feet. 
Tho rotunda extends clear up through 
tho four stories ot tho great marblo 
structure, terminating In a dome under 
tbo roof. 
.- Into tho depot beneath this rotunda 
will run tho trains from the capital, 
and thither the members of congress 
nnd other people WMOBU privilege It 
may bo to use tho trains will come by 
means 
of 
quick-running elevators. 


Each of tho cars holds ten, so that tho 
ontlro train will accommodate only 
about CO persons. A moment later tho 
conductor gives a signal, the motor- 
man turns on the olectrlc current and 
tho train starts on Its Journey. 


It looks moro llico a toy train than a 


real grown-up ono, this effect being 
heightened by tho circumstance that 
all of tho cars arc, so to speak, open, 
faced. That Is to say, ono side of each 
vehicle Is entirely absent, being re- 
placed merely by a safety rail, so that 
thoro Is only -one bench running 
lengthwise. 
Passengers entering at 


cither end, seat themselves upon this 
bench and look out through tho open 
sldo of tho car. 


Tho trip to tho capltol occupies ex- 


actly two minutes nnd Is made through 
a tunnel lined with white brick, arched 
overhead, and brightly Illuminated by 
great numbers of electric lights. Inas- 
much ns tho tunnel Is nrtlllclully heat- 
ed In winter, as well an ventilated, 
thcro Is no danger that tho passengers 
on the open-faced cars will catch cold. 
Tbo distance to bo traveled Is short. 


however, being just about one-seventh 
of a mil", or TOO feet. 


On reaching the end of Its Journey, 


tho toy train pulls up alongside of a 
platform and tho passengers, hastily 
dlsftiibarklng, enter a waiting room In 
tho capital basement, which occupies 
part of tho space formerly taken up 
by the bathrooms of tho house of rep- 
resentatives. 
New nnd very beauti- 


ful bathrooms, eight In number, havo 
been provided In the annex, thus mak- 
ing it possible to do away with the 
old 
accommodations. 
Those bath- 


rooms, by the way, nro lined with, 
white marblo, provided with porcelain 
tubs and equipped with all tho latest 
and most expensive conveniences for 
ablution. 


"While 
the 
nowly-nrrlvod 
people 


crowd Into tho elevators and aro thus 
conveyml from tho basement to tho 
main floor of tho capltol, tho train 
takes fresh passengers aboard nnd 
starts on Its return trip to tho annex. 
It Is a busy hour of tho day, and so no 
freight cars aro running—though at 
other times tho second track passing 
through tho tunnel Is utilized for 
trucks (roofless llko tho passenger 
cars), which fetch fuel and all sorts ot 
other supplies to tho storage rooms In 
tho terrace of tho capltol. 


Under tho halcyon regime that Is 


about to dawn every representative 
will have a room !Cx25 feet In dimen- 
sions, which will bo his office at tho 
national capltol. 
There will bo a 


marble lavatory with plenty of soap 
In ouch room, so that tho congressman 
can keep his hands and face at all 
times In an Immaculate condition of 
cleanliness, and thcro aro bathrooms 
In thn building for tho uso of members 
only, where ho can tako a souso all 
over ns tho spirit moves him. 


Each room will havo a clock, run by 


electricity, which will keep tho tlmo to 


gnat's heel of accuracy. There will 


bo a telephone at his desk with local 
and long distance connections. 


And his desk will bo worth sitting 


before, if for no other purpose than to 
udmlro It. 
It will bo n handsome 


creation of mahogany, and, while It 
will cost Uncle Sam a pretty penny, It 
Is counted economical In tho long run, 
as It will stand rcflnlshlng times with- 
out number, and tho furniture experts 
say It will last 100 years and then bo 
as beautiful as nt tho beginning. 


There will bo a mahogany desk and 


chair also for tho congressman's soc- 
retary. a combination mahogany book- 
case, illo case and wardrobe and a big, 
Hoft leather chair, which will bo tho 
Heat of honor for guosts. 


In tho center of tho room will bo a 


work table (mahogany also), five feet 
long, and around It will bo grouped 
four mahogany chairs. 
On tho floor 


will bo almost as flno a rug BH money 
can buy—a rug Jit for tho parlor of a 
king. There are no poor rooms In tho 
building, as tho Interior rooms face on 
a largo court nnd are as well lighted 
and almost as dcslrablo In every way 
as those facing on tho streets. Thero 
aro 420 olllco rooms In tho building, 
and every room bears as close a re- 
semblance to every other as ono pea 
to another pea. It will remain for 
congress Itself to say how tho rooms 
shall bo allotted, but It IB probable 
that the allottmcnt will bo made by 
state delegations. Hoth of tho now 
buildings, which will cost ?2,COO,000 
apiece, aro to bo veritable palaces, 
vying lu tho luxury nnd elaborateness 
of their equipment with tho llnest 
hotels In tho world.

6,000 DEER KILLED. 


More than 0,000 doer were killed In 


the woodB of Wisconsin during the 
open season, which closed Saturday. 
Tills estimate Is based on the num- 
ber of shipping tags received at the 
olllce of Game Warden J. W. Stone, 
with an additional number of tajrs to 
be received during the next three 
days. The law provides that the sea- 
son closed Saturda; night when dark- 
ness set In. Saturday was the last 
day of the open season and hunting 
deer In the night time Is prohibited. 


About :i,000 tags have already been 


received, showing that number to 
have been shipped several days ago, 
and as the shipping Is heavier at the 
close of the season than at any other 
time, and It, takes a few days for the 
tags to reach tho game warden's of- 
lice, It Is estimated that the number 
of deer shipped this season will be 
fully 5,000 and that easily 1,0(K) more 
were, killed and eaten In the woods or 
near, where they were not transport- 
ed by railroad. 


This has been one of the most suc- 


cessful deer hunting seasons In the 
history of the game protection system 
of Wisconsin. There was snow In the 
woods, helping the hunter to track 
the game, and other weather condl- ( 
tlons were favorable to good hunting 
as well as tho fact that the game was 
more plentiful. This Is believed to ho 
due to the protective system which 
tho state has maintained for many 
years past, and particularly to the de- 
velopment of this system and the con- 
stantly Improved and more effective 
enforcement of the protective stat- 
utes. Small game, however, was less 
plentiful this year than usual. 


One of tho significant features of 


the season of 11>07 was the fact, that 
there were fewer deer transported 
outside of Wisconsin. The last legis- 
lature cut down the allowance of non- 
resident hunters from two deer to 
one for each licensed hunter, and 
while nearly as many non-residents 
came hero to hunt, they did not tako 
home with them nearly so many spe- 
cimens of 
the "big game."—b'ree
